— p pale — vs, and is butuerſally vſed and odſerued in our other Dominions and 
Countries. By which falſe rumours there is not onely a ſecrcet imputation caſt vpon vs, ag 
> u8e wert moze remillc 0z leſſe caretull in the gouernement of the Church of lreland. then foꝛ 
ehoſe other Churches, whereof we haue the ſupꝛeam charge, but alſo divers of our ubitctes 
tn that Kingdome are hartened aud encouraged to continue in their Superſtition # Necuſan⸗ 
tit, and ſuch Jeſuites, Seminarie Pateſtes, and other Pzieſtes x Biſhops oꝛdained by foꝛraine 
authonttie as did ſecretly befozelurke in ſundte parts of thatRealme, doe now moze boldly and 
preſumptnouſly ſhew aud declare themlelues in the vſe andexcerciſe of their functions, and © 
contempt of Us, our Lawes, and Religion: Wee haue therefoze thought meet to declare and 
publiſh to all ourlouing Hubiects in that ourRealme of ireland. That as wee haue iuſt cauſe 
to be highly diſpleaſed with the ſad repoꝛt # rumour, and with the authours e ſpzeaders there⸗ 
of, ſo are we reſolued neuer to dot any ſuch Act as may cõfirnie the hopes ofanpcreature, that 
they ſhall tutr haue from Us any tolleration to exertiſe any other Religion then that which is 
agreeable to Gods woꝛd. and is eſtabliſhed by the Lawes of our Realme, In which conſide. 
ration w dot now the rather by this publike Act of ours, declart to all our Subtectes our reſo⸗ 
lution. and dot heereby ſtraightly admoniſh aud commaund them or that Realme. That they 


and tuerie ol them. dot from hencefozth duely reſoꝛt and come to their ſeuerallPariſh Churches 


oz Chappels, to heare diume Seruice aud Sermons tuery Sunday and Holyday, acco2ding to 
the tennour and intent of our ſaſd Lawes and Statutes, vppon the patnes aud penalties con: 
tained therein, which we will haue from hencefoozth duely put in execution. 

And whereas we are aduertiſed, that a great number of Jeſuites, Semtnarie Pꝛieſtes, and 
other Pꝛieſtes made by foꝛraine authozitte, doe raungt vp aud downe in that our Kingdome, 
and doe not onely ſeduce our people there to embzace their ſuperſtitious Ceremonies, but doe 
malittouſly endeuour to alienate the hearts ot our Subſects from Us, by infinuating and bzee; 
ding a diſtaſt in them, both of our Religion and all gouernment, taking vpon them the c2ve: 
ring and deciding ofcauſes both befoze & after they haue recetued tidgements in our Courts 
of Reco2d: We doe therefoze declare,publiſh, and pzoclaime, That it is our ropall wil and com. 
maundement, that all Jeſuites, Teminaryp Pzteſts, + all other Pets whatſocuer,made and 
ozdatned by any authozitie derined oꝛ pzetended to be deriued from the Sea of Rome, (hall befoze 
the tenth day of P:cember next enſuing the date hereof, depart out of that our ſaid Kingdom, 
of ireland, And that no Yeſtit, Semmarie-xzieſt, 0z other pzieft 0zdained by fozraine authozity, 
as afo;eſatd, ſhallfrom and after the ſaid tinth day ol December, repatre, come, 0z returne in 
to that our Kingdome, vponpaine ot dur ugh deſpleaſure and indignation, and vpon ſuch fun, 
cher paine and penalty as may tuſtly be inſbeted vpon them by the Lawes q Statutes of thag 
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our Realme. And vpon the like paine we doe exp2efly foꝛbid all and tutry of our Oubtects 
wrthin that Ktngdome, to recciue oz relleue anp ſuch Peſuite, Semmary Pꝛitſt oꝛ other P:telk, 
which after the ſaid tenth day of December, ſhallremaine o2 abide in that owgRealme, oꝛ re- 
turne oz tomt into the ſame, oꝛ any part therrof, coutrarie to the intent of this Pꝛoclamation. 
And we dot further declare, publiſh and commaund, That if any ſuch Jeſilite, Seminary 
Pueſt, oꝛ other pꝛieſt, ſhall wilfully continue oz abide in that our Ringdome of Ireland aftcc 
the ſaid tenth day of Decetiiber, oꝛ ſhall voluntarily repaire 02 returne into the ſaid Kingdonic 
02 any part thereof, 0zifany of our ſaid Subierts ſhall recctue oꝛ rtlitue any of the ſaid Jeſuits 
oꝛ Pꝛieſts in tontempt df this our P2oclamation, then allandcucry our Gouernozs, Sheriffs, 
Jultices ofpeate, Soueraſgnes, Poztreeues, Conſtables, and all other our loyall Subiectes in 
that Kingdome, ſhall vſe their beſt diligence and endeuour to appꝛehend the bodie 02 bodies of 
all andenery ſuth Jeſitites, Seminary pꝛieſte, and other pzicſts o2dained by fozraine authozitie, 
as afoꝛeſaſd andthe bodie and bodies of all and tuerie their recetuer oꝛ recetuers, and them and 
entry dfthem to commit to ſome ſafe and ſtrtightpziſon, tothe end our Lieutenant oz Deputif 
koz the time being, with the adutce of our Councell ofthat Realm, may take ſuch oꝛder foꝛ their 
puniſhment, as ſhall ſeeme fit in his oꝛ their diſeretion. P2oud:d alwates, that ifany of the ſaid 
Feſuttt®, Scminarie pꝛieſts, 0zother pu / its what ſotuer, (hail befozc the ſaid tenth day of De- 
cember, oꝛ within ten daies after his oz thetr repatreo2return into that our Kingdome of |= 
land, ſubnitt themſeluts befozeour Litutenant, Deputie, oꝛ other Gouernoz of that Kingdoi!1* 
foꝛ the time being, oz other the Gouernour ofanyp2ouince, oꝛ befoze any of our pzture Count: i! 
inthat Realme, and ſhall thereupon confozme theinſtiues and repaire to the Church duely and 
o2derly, actoꝛding to the intent of our ſaid Lawes: it ſhau and map be lawfull foꝛ all and eucrie 
ſuch Yeſuites, S eminarit pꝛieſts, other pꝛieſts whatſocuer, that ſhall ſo ſubnut oꝛ confoꝛnie 
themleiues focontinue and abide in that Kmadome; oz to repaire and return into the ſame, 
and to haut and enioy the benefite of our Lulbes and royall pꝛotection in as fret #ample man: 


ner as any other our good and lopall Subtects, ſo long as they 02 any of them ſhall continue ui 
their ſaid confo2zmitte.
